LORD PAIiMEHSTON. 

If wo can bslievo Ihe ourt utid ratlior in- ij 
•> explicit telegram brou|,'ht down hy tbo Eih 
torprisa on Satiirdsy ovoniiig, Lord I'iilmcv- 
aton is do moto. The groatCHt diplomatiai 
I of the proBent oentury is dead. When a 
nan arrives at the advaucud peiiod of life of 
eigbtyaoQe, we may nutnrall; at any tinio 
look Jor his dcroiso whether hu bo (icor u 
Y peasant, and wo havo no reason to doubt lliu 
7 nnnounccmenl of the griivo uvoiit of the 
I Primo Minislcr's death — moro (.■specially as it 
Ij hai been expected, from tho iiolilemiiu's iofit- 
1 mities, ut any tiiiiu during tbu last tivo yours. 
1 Lord Falmerston, like most great men in 
I political life, requires no eulogy. Tho history 
of tho country — its glory and ita success— is 
tho page of liis oxjiloitd and h\-i triuuiiih-'. 
•, His WU3 tho lorciuobt tij^ure in the hi^l filiy 
/•■years of Eiighmd'.s exislenccj and Im iiliove 
all Eogliiib MiniutotH wns tho einbodiinenl 
of Kagland'a national sentiment and aspira- 
tions. In ovary oot, in every speech ho showed 
that all things wore to be stibaidinry to tho 
grand but not Hhvayi^ [iroulalde idcii nf mak- 
ing the inllncnco of liiigland folt throughout 
I the globo. And hu made it felt. Not a f(- 

country in Europe but has had in some wuy 
' and at some time or other to sbape its con- 
duot in aocordanco with tbo PalmerstoniuD 
dictum. Not a nationality thioaghoat the 
world but las received an impress of his 
diplomatic puwcr. 

Lord I'uliiiorston was bom in '7.S1 and uii- 
gaged iu public life at tbo ourly ago ol 2~. 
I In 1807 be was made a janior lord of tho 
Treasary, In 1809, on the rosigoatiun of 
Lord Castloreagli Lo became Socrolary ul 
War, an olliee vrhich hu held uninterruptedly 
for uiuoteen yearn. It was in his position 
however of Hccretaty for Foroi;;n Allnirs lliul 
ho bocoino so pre-cminoutly distinguished. 
His first great 'success in this dopartmeut 
I was in connection with tbo Belgiuoi 
imbroglio. According to tlio treaty of Vion- 
CO Belgium had been annexed to Holland in 
order tluit a strong consolidnled power should 
oppose tho nggrcr-divo leiideiicies nf i'Vanc'. 
I But Bolgiuin was Jvoman Calholio and Hol- 
land was Protestant and tho nnion was onu 
in letter rather than inspirit. Ou tho first ij 
opportunity, theroforo, Bolginin iu,-,hed 
orraa to di.-iannnl llio union, and suoonoded m f] 
driving tlio Dutch out ol ovuiy ])luci; but 
Antwerp, lluru was a turuuiil likely t" 
draw tho rest of the iiation.s into war, tor l-l 
Franco was doing her utmost to iiHsist tho 
Belgiau.i, i a order no doubt, according lo the m 
usual mode of great powcis assisting small g 
ones, to swallow them at tho fltst coDTonicnt b 
opportunity. Lord PnlmerHton saw at once P 
that to forcibly unite the dihcordiint poweis Ui 
would be simply to poutpouo tho ovil day *rt 
when France on the first disturbance would hj 
call the Belgium levolntiooary tendencies || 
into operation and make the oountry an ap" ^ 
panage or part of Prance. IIo, therefore, M 
wisely guided what ho could i.ot prevent and :ja 
asaieted the Belgians in becoming a eeparato 
nationality — going oven ao fur us to sanction, 
after the final arrangcraouta had bucn com- 
pleted, tho FroDch driving tho Dutch from 
Antwerp — a feat which the Belgians them- 
selves wore unable to Rcoompliah. The 
natural bent of tho Belgian mind was, liUo 
tho French, ro[iublican, bul I'almerston euc- 
cceded in niakinj,' the country a constitutional 
monarchy, placed rriiicu Leopold the widow- 
cd husband of tho lute Princess Charlotte f-^ 
on the throne, and gained the approval of 
France by marrying the now monuroh to the 
daughter of Louis I'hilippo. livery one ex- 
pected a general Kuropeaii war at the cuin- 
moncomcnl of tho distiirlianco ; fur ull the 
Catholic power,s wen: ready to espouse tlio 
causo of Uolgiuui ; but I'aluiorston as we 
have shown took tho matter into his own 
hands and guided it to a pcacoful issue. >]' 
When tlio diflieulty arose a little whih' fl 
after with regard lo the suecesbur to tli 
Crown of Portugal, l.ird I'ulnierfston was tli 
man who sottloil tho ijucation by placiiit; ^ 
Donna Maiia in undi^putud possession uf the ri' 
throne. Tbo diOlculty, as most of our reader 
ore awart), arose out of Don Miguel rcfusiiij,- Kfj 
to marry his iiiuoi', lionim Alatia, thns 
breaking a stipiilatiim that had been airaii^' d 
before tho lati; kin;;'s dualh. Don Miguel |; 
usurped the throiio, but through tho ussist- 
unoo of Sir Churlud Napier and a force of 
English sailors, Donna .Muria'ii adherents 
quickly displaced him and the lady was crowned. 
Tho next diplomatic step ami iiiternu'ildling 
course of Lord I'alinerstoii was in tho dispute 
between Don (larlo,-: and Donna Ihahella with 
regard lo the Crown o( .Spain. The ypanisli 
law which oxcludod lumalca from the throne 
was reversed by the Cortes through Kin;; 
Perdinand's subtlety, and Donna Isabella, 
the daughter of the king, thus beoauie tho 
successor instead of Don Carlos, tho king's ^ 
brother. At the death of l-'erdiimiul, Cnrlo.s, 
who was the emhoiliinenl i,l tj taiiiiy, claimed 
the throne, and mualered a laigu number ol 
adherents, among.st vr lunn were to he found 
the entire Church party, whoso idcaa of 
Government smaokod strongly of the ]n(|ui<i 
siiion; Donna Isabella, on iLo other band, 
was Hiipported'hy the most liberal o( tho 
)ioj)ulalii)ii, Lord Palnricrston, despite tho 
opposition of Kiii^sia, Austria and I'riissia, 
wbu of coiir^^o supported tlio di.spotie olaini- 
unt, warmly uspoiiaed tho causo of Donna 
Isabella, and through his diplomacy cfleeted 
an arrangomont between England, France, 
Spain nnd Portugal called the qundrujilu 
treaty, by which each of the powers men- 
tioned iiiiderlooU to defend the existing inon- 
archies in the puiiiiiaula- This was a iniiiiaee 
to Russia, Ansliiu and I'russia, and bad tho 
dosirod elk et ; lor tboso powors sabslded 
(|uichly into (luiesoonoe. PalmerstOD Ibou 
carried out bis polioy of ititerleranoe, antl 
allowed a Spanish legion to bo n\ui in 



Great Brilain and n Hiiilsh ftjuudrcn to co- 
opcrato with Donna Labella-lho rosuK of 
which was the h-jpcless didealofDon Carina- 
111 the llonso of I,orils, linwuvcr, there was 
much angry disous.'gion ubout Falinereton'ii 
armed inlarforence, and the diplomatim of 
the Foreign Office wan by this l.ist alh'ir 
bioiighl, iiiio oolllsiun with the Premier, LniJ 
.\ hcid'-en ; but ralineh.ton uni only v.'eatheicd 
Iho hloiiii, but eaimd oiil the Mime policy u 
little while iillcr in ibo insnrrootioii in I'or- 
ingal. A bad cluiis ol advisors hud gut 
iiound Donna Maria und suocooded in biip- 
pressing lliu tLSf-ombly of lepresontatives and 
in iniiiif^uratiny a rcij^ii of tlespolimn.

and thoy demanded tbo dollironcnient ot the 
Queon. They seized Oporto and titled out 
all o.\i)i.ililion lo capliire Lisliun. I'almerston 
asked Ihiiii, Ihruugh hi.; a;^onl, lo lay do'.vn 
their iirniK, on the slipulation that ull their 
griovauccs should be redressed; but they 
rehised. Tho British fleet, which was lying 
in Iho Tagus, was tlioii ordered to iuloreept 
Iho expedition, nnd Ihe insurgents were iilti- 
iiiately obliged t^ cnnio lo Lord I'almersinn't 
U: inis. 

ll is impoHsiblo, in a single arlicle, to givo 
oven a briel summary of the late Piemier's 
achievemonls. Besides tboso already nien- 
tioiiccl, bo forced tho aggressive Egyptians, 
when tho exislcnco of the Turkish eiiiiiiro 
was emiiiiigered by ti.eir successes in t^yria, 
to givo lip possession of that eouiiiry, v. I;ieh 
again lormed part ol the .Sultan's dominions. 
Ho situok the nio.st decisive blow at the 
s'avo trade, when Captain Dcninan, (iiow 
Admiral) destroyed the barraeoons or slave 
depots of ihc Spanish and rortiiguofio on iho 
Alriean coast. lie was net in power when 
tiie Ajlibiitdui 'I'loaly was made, anil de- 
iiuuneed il in the House of Coiiiiiions in 
must violent terms, calling il the " ANhbuitru 
Capitulation." When Swiizerlan l gave iti- 
dicatiuns of disrLptidii — when oivil war was 
raging between the rnilcsiaiit aud Catholic 
Cantons, and nearly ull the great powers ( f 
Europe were ubout to (!s]iouso ','ie Koinan 
Catholic eloinenl anil crnsb llio I'roteslanl 
piiliulaliuii, I'lilmersto-i outwined iho despotic 
I'owcra by Ueepiug them in ncgotialioiin, 
while iho Protestant Cantons wore gradually 
suppreBNiog tho insnrrectiou. In tho Ionian 
Islamls disturbance, in bis high -hainh'd 
iiiea.-iire.; witli Gneeo, in alnn-st every iliili- 
cully up to iho war in the Crimea, his foreign 
policy proved a great success. On tho fall ol 
Aberdeen's Ministry through the misman- 
ugomeot ot the Crimean war, Lord Palmct« 
ston became Premier, a position he filled 
wilb b;;t u slight inlermitsion until ilie 17lh 
ult., wlo. n death removed liini to a spliun;, 
where Ihe inliigucs ul' dynasties will Irouble 
him no more.

From .Mr. Crouda.se, who lei't Wild Hurso 
Croi'k three WBoks ago, we have obtained llie 
following inlormatiou : — There were nbout 
TiUO miners al work on the creek, mostly do- 
inj;; wull. The diggings, so far at least, are 
shallow or surface diggings, none ol the 
operations having yet reached the bed rock.
